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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve appearance and stability by a 
method wherein a cap is combined with the upper surface of a container 
body and a cap is provided to a drainage port at a corner of the cup, and 
a tunnel-shaped brush insertion port is provided on a side surface of the 
body. 

SOLUTION: A cup 2 is combined with the upper surface of a container 
body 1 , and a drainage port 3 is provided at a corner of the cup 2, while 
a cap 4 is provided on the port 3. A tunnel-shaped coating brush 
insertion port 5 is preferably provide on a side of the body 1. For using 
these items, the cap 4 of the port 3 is removed to pour hot water from 
the port 3, and the cap 4 is placed. While a hairdye is being mixed in the 
cup 2, a coating operation is performed. The handle of a coating brush, 
after the coating operation, is inserted into the port 5 from above to 
store it. When the hairdye heated by the hot water attaches onto the 
skin of head, pleasant feeling is produced. The container body filled with 
hot water itself has a weight and hence the body is stabilized. Since the 
brush can be set up, the external appearance there of is good and 
functional.

Minakuchi (3), and perform spreading. Although the brush for spreading after spreading termination inserts and 
keeps the shank of the brush from the upper part of the brush opening for spreading (5), it is desirable.
